And yet recent developments in the 
study of plants point unmistakably to 
the likelihood that plants have a men- 
fal life, a conselousness, closely re- 
sembling that of man and the animals; 
that they have senses that record im 
pressions, nerves for the transmission 
of impulses, centres of association 
where the nerve messages arer dis- 
tributed, and motor organs that re- 
spond to the messages, 

Plants respond to temperature, light, 
contact, shock, pressure, tension, gray- 
ity, electricity, wounding, gases and 
liquids. In fact, the only sense that 
Plants are known to lack ts hearing. 
The ancients believed that certain 
plants respénded to thunder, but mod: 
ern botanists believe that this is’ a 
result of the jarring effect of the con 
cussion, 

If planis cannot sep, it is dificult 
to explain the facet that the compass 
plants turn tie flat surfaces of their 
leaves toward the sun at all times of 
day—-toward the east in the morning, 
the west in the evening and straight 
up at noon, The sunflower, too, turns 
to face the sun, 

Sir J.C, Bose, the noted Hindu plant 
physiologist, discovered recently that 
plant cells have a pumping action 
similar to the beating of the human 
heart.

Crop Hurt Canada 


Record Harvest In 1923 But Prices 
Were Disappointing to Farmers 

“Although in 1923 the Dominion 
reaped the most abundant harvest on 
record, the returns to the Canadian 
farmer were disappointing,” said BE, 
H. Godfrey, head of the agricultural 
statistics division of the Bureau of 
Statistics, Otlawa, in a paper read on 
his behalf before the Farmers’ Club at 
London. 

The paper was a study of costs of 
production on Canadian farm and 
conveyance of produce to English 
ports. 

“But this disappointment,’ Mr. 
Godfrey continued, “was due largely 
to the general excellence of the wheat 
crop throughout the world which had 
This 
is a rare occurrence and we may look 
for a rise in the price when world con- 
ditions of wheat revert to the normal,” 

Dealing with fresh outlets for Cana- 
dian grain, Mr. Godfrey pointed out 
that the Panama Canal is likely to 
have an important influence in short- 
ening the land haul from a large part 
of Western Canada. He also indicat. 
ed that the Hudson Bay route has re- 
ecived the approval of successive gov- 
ernments. 

The United States, he added, has 
apparentiy reached the limi: of wheat 
production, while in Canada, where 
vast areas of fertile lands still await 
the plough, agricultural producticn 
must continue annually to increase.

Says Earthworms Have Memory and 
Can Be Trained 
Earthworms have memory and may 


fessor Heck, of the University of 
Prague, as the result of experiments 
with a collection of about five hundred 
worms. ‘The worms were introduced 
into a passage shaped like a capital T 


was covered with a glass plate so that 
the movements of the little creatures 
might be observed. When they came 
to the junction about half of them 
turned one way and half the other. 
Then the apparatus was so arranged 
that those worms that took the left- 
hand passage received a mild but pre- 
sumably disagreeable electric shock. 
At first the worms did not know just 
what to make of all this, but after they 
had been through the experience about 
two hundred times, they nearly all 
took the right-hand turn. When the 
electrodes were then moved to the 
right-hand passage the worms learned 
to shift to the other passage after only 
sixty-five trials, evidently showing 
something more than the mere opera- 
tion of chance. In the human sense, 
earthworms have no brains; their ner- 
vous systems consist of a series of lit- 
tle ganglions or nerve centres, on the 
under side of the worms and connect- 
ed with each other by nerve fibres. If 
the worms were cut in two, the frag- 
ments still showed the ability to dis- 
tinguish between the safe and the un- 
pleasant road to travel, indicating that 
the earthworm remembers in every 
one of its ganglions, and that it is able 
to learn and profit by experience.
